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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species 2, claims 2 and 4, in the reply filed on April 2, 2008 is 

acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because the first drawing needs to be labeled "Fig. la"; and 
parts of the hand-written portions of the drawings are illegible. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed fi-om 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
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informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 

separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the fiiU patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concems," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The abstract incorrectly contains the legal phraseology "Said" on line 10, which should 
be avoided. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 2 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: nearly all of the 
limitations in claim 2 lack antecedent basis and "the stored total volume consumption" in claim 
4, line 20, lacks antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useM process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 

requirements of this title. 

Claims 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed invention is inoperative 
and therefore lacks utility. Claims 2 and 4 recite: "calculation of the resistive component R as 
well as the inductive component X of the transition reactance" and "calculating resistive and 
inductive components of the transition reactance", respectively. It should be noted that reactance, 
by definition, does not have a resistive component. Reactance is the opposition to the flow of 
ahemating current caused by inductance and capacitance. Therefore, reactance may have an 
inductive component and a capacitive component, but does not contain a resistive component. It 
is suggested that the phrase "transition reactance" be changed to "transition impedance".
